During a routine check of our (Applicant's representative's) patent files, it was discovered that 
we had not yet received a filing receipt for the above-identified application. We then contacted the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on September 5, 2001 to inquire about the 
status of the application. Upon speaking with a USPTO representative, we were informed that 
USPTO records indicate that a filing receipt was mailed on August 2, 2001 (which we have not yet 
received), and, more to our consternation, that a Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional 
Application (the "Notice") had apparently been mailed by the USPTO on April 2, 2001. To date, we 
have not received the mailed Notice, and we finally received a faxed version of the Notice on 
September 10, 2001 after making a second request to a USPTO representative (a Mr. Preston 
Wallace). At the time, Mr. Wallace indicated that the USPTO would be generating a new Missing 
Parts notice and send it to us. We have not yet received the new Missing Parts notice, and given the 
past difficulties in receiving USPTO correspondence relating to this file (which is not a problem with 
several hundred other files we presently have pending in the USPTO) coupled with events of the 
following day (September 11, 2001), this should not be unduly surprising. Just in case the above- \ 
mentioned new Missing Parts notice has not yet been generated and mailed to Applicants, we are \ 
responding to the Notice that we first received on September 10, 2001. 

One potentially complicating matter is that one of the inventors of the above-identified 
application (Glenn Friedrich) left the country and has made multiple moves since ending employment 
with the Assignee of the above-identified application. Because of late receipt of the Notice (we 
typically docket sending out formal documents for signature on the date of receipt of the notice to file 
missing parts) , we have not yet been able to ascertain Mr. Friedrich 's current whereabouts and have 
thus far been unable to secure his executed declaration. Given that we do not presently have reason to 
believe that Mr. Friedrich is deceased and/or have not heard that he is unwilling to cooperate with our 
efforts on his behalf, we are sending those executed formal documents presently in our possession in a 
bona fide attempt respond to the Notice.
